TAX FOR NEW LIBRARY 


The Adams County Library Asso- 


ciation was formed at an enthusiastic 
meeting of representatives from all 
parts of the county, held in the office 
of County Superintendent Roth, on 
Thursday afternoon. Miss Anna O. 
McDonald, of the State Library. Har- 
risburg, gave advice in the forming 
of the association. 
Kev. Ralph W. 


Baker, of Fairfield. was elected secre- 
tary and Rev. D. W. Woods, near Get- 
tysburg, 
president. 
AMss 
McDonald 


then explained that a new State law 
provides for the financial support, 
both to establish and maintain coun- 
ty libraries, the act permitting the 
County Commissioners to appropriate 
funds equal to two mills on the asses- 
sible property in tne county. How- 
ever, thfis appropriation must be re- 
newed every year unless authorized 
permanently by a vote of the peo- 
ple. Miss McDonald further sta'ed 
that 
the new organization in this 


county could rely on the State Libra- 
ry for assistance that it was in their 
power to give and that it would also 
be possible to borrow some books 
from that Library. 


In a general discussion, it was brot 


out that the plans of the local organ- 
ization would probably include 10 
central stations in the larger centers 
of i he county and about 12 other de- 
posit centers. The large central sta- 
V.ion will 'be located in Gettysburg 
and there it will be necessary to em- 
ploy a trained librarian, an assistant 
and stenographer. A preliminary bud- 
get, including the salaries of the ne- 
cessary librarians and possibly rent- 
als for some stations was tentatively 
placed at three-fourths of a mill on 
the 
county property. However,

was said that if the library is brot to 
a reality, this expenditure will 
be 


very small in comparison to results.

know it has been quite the custom, for some years past, 
to speak in terms of billions when referring to the Uni- 
ted States treasury, and to scoiT at an annual outlay of

The fact remains that our people are staggering.under a heavy load 


of taxation, and that it is the part of patriotism to cut necessary govern- 
ment expenditures to the bone. 


This is not all. 
I submit that the proposed legislation does not, as 


purported, fill a crying need of which has long been neglected. I contend 
that the principle behind this measure is no new thing and that the pass- 
age of this bill is not necessary for the physical welfare of the boys and 
girls of this country. 
The ''health supervisors and school nurses" men- 


tioned in the bill could do nothing in my opinion, which cannot be as well 
performed by the school teachers themselves while at the same time im- 
parting literary and business knowledge. 


There are different schools of medicine, different views as to the art 


of healing; and the American citizen generally was unwilling to submit 
to an encroachment upon his own privileges and duties toward his chil- 
dren, to consent to have the government, even his own government, ex- 
tend paternalistic aid through another bureau in Washni"ton.

first proposer of the Roosevelt-Sequoia National park, cannot support the 
Barbour bill unless it is amended so as to bring the new park under the 
protection given by the Jorics-Esch act to existing national parks. We 
must oppose the policy of two kinds of parks as wrong in principle and 
dangerous in practice. 
Our representative in Washington is instructed 


to work only for a park exempt from power privilege. 


Mrs. Jolui D. Sherman. Chairman Department of Applied Educa- 


tion, General Federation of Women's Clubs—The policy of the General 
Federation of Women's clubs is the complete conservation of the National 
Parks and Monuments, and all national park projects which it supports 
must be based on this principle. We are therefore opposed to the Barbour 
bill. The federation strongly favored the project for a Koosevelt-Sequoia 
National park before the passage of the Joncs-Esch bill, but we cannot 
now continue our support •while it is subject to the Water Power act.

less the bill is amended to gi\e full protection from the provisions of the 
Water Power act we bhall be compelled to do our utmost to defeat it.

ever, to Pay for What Can Be 


Bought at Home It Is Gone 


Forever.

It is a rather wonderful thins, when 


you stop to think about it what one 
lone dollar will do, if it is kept at 
work. This has been illustrated in a 
striking manner on several occasions 
by means of a very simple experiment. 
If you want to see just how important 
a role a silver dollar or a dollar bill 
plays in the life of a community here 
is the way to do it. Just attach a tag 
to the dollar and turn it loose, with 
the request that every person who 
receives the dollar make a note on the 
tn£ as to how he received It. The re- 
sult will be an eye-opener. 


Here is the way it works: Smith, 


the lumber dealer, who first possesses 
the dollar, buys some groceries from 
Brown and pays for them with the dol- 
lar. About that time Jones, the plum- 
ber, who had done some work for 
Brown, sends his collector around and 
Brown pnys the bill with this dollar. 
Jones owes Green, the printer, a small 
advertising bill, so he sends this dollar 
with possibly some others, to Green 
to pay his bill. Green hnd Just put 
the dollar in his cash drawer when 
in comes Black, the milkman, to whom 
Grocn owes a dollar for milk delivered 
nt his house. Green takes the dollar 
out of his cash drawer and 
pays 


Black. For some time Black has owed 
White, the carpenter, for some work 
done on his dniry house, so now he 
takes the dollar that Green has paid 
him nnd pnys up what he owes White. 
White still owes for some lumber that 
lie bought from Smith, the lumber 
dealer, so he takes the dollar and 
squares up his account with Smith. 
Smith now hns his dollar back. Brown 
has been able to pay his plumbing 
bill, Jones has squared up with the 


tlie plumbor; SOUK coma not hnvc 
paid his printing bill; the printer would 
have hnd to stand off the milk man; 
White, the carpenter, would not have 
got the money for the work he had 
done for the milkman and Smith would 
not have got the money which White 
owed him for lumber. 


This is all so simple that it requires 


no student of economics or professor 
of mathematics to figure it out. Any- 
one can see that when Smith sends 
that dollar to Chicago or some other 
city where the mail order houses flour- 
ish, that dollar is gone so far as Smith 
nnd Jones and Green and the rest of 
the people in Smith's town are con- 
cerned. That dollar will never come 
back to pay any bills In Smith's town. 
And the thing that stands out most 
striking, but is most often overlooked, 
Is that Smith, the mnn who first spends 
iho dollar, is hurt just ns much when 
ho sends that dollar out of town as is 
the home grocer from whom he might 
have bought his groceries. 


Now Just multiply this one dollar by 


a hundred or a thousand or ten thou* 
sand. 
One dollar may not seem to 


make much difference In the average 
town, but a thousand dollars or even 
a hundred dollars does make a differ- 
ence. Just as one dollar will pay a 
dozen or a hundred small bills, a hun- 
dred or a thousand dollars will pay a 
dozen or a hundred big bills. When 
Brown, the grocery man, owes a thou- 
sand dollars and can't pay it, he is 
headed for the 
bankruptcy courts. 1DRY GOODS 


\Vhen Jones, the plumber, can't collect , CLOTHING

Now suppose that Smith, instead of 


buying his groceries from Brown, had 
purchased them from a mall order 
hor.se in n far distant city and sent his 
tlollnr to pay for them. Brown would 
not have had that dollar to pay Jones. 


And so it goes all around the circle 
until it hits Smith or a dozen Smiths 
who have sent their money out of town 
to add to the fortunes of the mail order 
men. 


Buyer One Who Is Hurt. 


Thus, it will be seen that this buy- 


at-home proposition is really a selfish 
one with the man who buys the goods. 
He is not hurting the home merchant 
when he sends his money out of town, 
any more than he Is hurting himself. 


-Every sensible man knows that his 


livelihood depends upon whether busi- 
ness in his town is good or not Ix 
business is not good, he cannot make a' 
good living for himself and his family, 
no matter how hard he may work, and 
business cannot be good if the busi- 
ness men in the town are not making 
money. This is a plain business propo- 
sition for every man and woman in the 
community. By spending their money 
nt home they are helping the home 
.merchant only incidentally. They are 
buttering their own bread. When they 
s'end their money to the mail order 
feouse, they are not only hurting the 
home merchant incidentally but—n 
thing more important to them—they 
ire likely to be taking the bread out 
o.f the mouths of their own children.

Of Big'Value in Various Sections 
as Substitute^ for Many 
Game Birds. 


CUSTOMERS SECURED 
FOR POULTRY SHOWS 


Persons at Summer Resorts Buy 
Produce in Winter. 


MAKES GOOD* AS PÖLIGEft^ilN 


City People Have Inspected Producer^» 
Farm and Know Under What Con- 
ditions Foodstuffs Are Raised 
—One Care Cited.

The great majority of guinea fowl 
are raised in small ilocks of from 10 
to 25 upon farms in the Middle West 
and in the South, but a few of the

raisers,

those who are within easy reach of tho 
large Eastern markets, make a prac- 
tice of raising a hundred or so guineas 
each year. 
Many farmers keep a pair 
or a trio of guineas more as a novelty 
Uian for profit, and from these a small 
llock is raised.

Ing of Marauding In Poultry Yard. 


Agriculture. 
However, some people 
look on this cry as an argument in the 
guinea's favor, as it gives warning of 
marauders In the poultry yard. 
Simi- 
larly. 
their 
pugnacious 
disposition 
while sometimes causing disturbances 
among the other poultry also makes 
them show fight against hawks and 
other common enemies, so that guineas 
sometimes are kept as guards over the 
poultry yard. Often a few guineas are 
raised with a flock of turkeys and al- 
lowed to roost in the same tree, where 
they can give warning If any theft is 
attempted during the night, 
' 


Used as Substitute. 


The value of the guinea fowl as a 
substitute for game' birds such 
as 
grouse, partridge, quail and pheasant 
is becoming more and more recognized 
by those who are fond of this class of 
meat and the demand for these fowls 
Is Increasing steadily. 
Many hotels 
and restaurants In tlie large cities are 
eager to secure prime young guineas, 
and often they are served at banquets 
and club dinners as a special delicacy. 
When well cooked, guineas are attrac- 
tive in appearance, although 
darker 
than common fowls, and the flesh of 
young birds is tender and of especial- 
ly fine flavor, resembling that of wild 
game. Like all other fowl, old guineas 
are very likely to be tough and rather 
dry. 


Many producers living near sunmior 
reports supply produce hi the summer 
months to the persons at the resorts, 
and during* the other months of the 
year ship produce to tliese persons 
while they are in the city. 
This, say 
marketing specialists of the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture. Is 
one of the best methods bf obtaining 
customers for direct marketing, as tho 
producer and consumer have some ac- 
quaintance. In most Instances the cus- 
tomers have been at the producer's 
farm and know under what conditions 
(be articlos are produced. 


One man who lives near a summer 
resort in Indiana is about twelve miles 
from the nearest town of any size, lie 
does not desire to drive to this town to 
dispose of his farm produce and Is not 
satisfied with the prices that the huck- 
sters pay. Consequently he built up a 
business of supplying products to re- 
sorters in the summer'and''of shlj)ping 
produce by parcel post and express to 
these persons at their city homes in 
t'he winter. 


The principal products' shipped are 
butter, eggs and dressed poultry. 
This 
producer uses good shipping containers 
and packs produce attractlvelj'. As he 
is acquainted with his customers, he 
renders statements of accounts only 
once a month. In this way the matter 
of making payments is simplified for 
the customers. 


This producer has had no trouble in 
establishing his business nor In retain- 
ing customers. He states that his only 
trouble has been In getting enough 
high-grade produce to supply all of his 
customers. 


OBTAIN BEST HATCHING EGGS

GREAT ASSITANCE OF BIRDS 


Little Feathered Songsterc Do Much 
Toward Good Crop of Fruit 
by Devouring Insects. 


A good crop of birds goe^ tx long 
way toward a good crop of fruit. 
En- 
courage the children to feed the birds 
during the cojd, stormy weather and 
In spring tiiey will pay you a hun- 
dred-fold by clearing the orcl^irds of 
insect pests. 


A study of barium carbonate as a 
rat poison, made by tlie United States 
Department of Agriculture^ indicates 
that a 20 per cent mixture with food 
makes.a satlsfacvory bait. 
With this 
percentage a rat ordinarily needs to 
eat only one-third or three-eighths of 
a meal of average size to get a fatal 
dose. It was found that with this dose 
many of the rats poisoned died with- 
in 24 hours, though an occasional rat 
was found which survived an 
even 
larger amount, thus Indicating 
that 
100 per cent mortality Is not to be ex- 
pected In any case. 


A summary 
of results of 
experi- 
ments conducted by various persons 
with a view to determining the dead- 
llness of barium to different animals 
shows the fallacy of the assumption 
that barium Is poisonous only to rats. 
It is pointed out that the fatal dose 
of barium per pound tends to decrease 
relatively as the size of the animal 
Increases, and that a bait calculated 
tp be fatal to rats may be assumed to 
be more or Jess dangerous to small 
domestic animals also.

dangerous in practice. 
Our representative in Washington is instructed 
to work only for a park exempt from power privilege. 


Mrs. Jolui D. Sherman, Chairman Department of Applied Educa- 
tion, General Federation of Women's Clubs—-The policj' of the General 
Federation of Women's clubs is the complete conscrvatiov- of the National 
Parks and Monuments, and all national park projects which it supports 
must bo based on this principle.

As tho 
ball was slightly heavier tlian the wa- 
ter it remained on tho bottom.

This particular fact is demonsiratod 
at the njouths of rivers. 
Objects roll- 
ing along tho bottom of a river, loo 
heavy to come to the top, will rise 
\\Jien carried out to sea. The rule also

A ship witii u cargo 
on the sea will sink sometimes a foot 
or two on entering a fresh water port. 
If ¿he leaves the jjort with her cargo, 
she will rise on entering the ocean. 
For that reason a ship may be loaded 
apparently too heavily at a pier and 
still be ail right on the waves.

It is a rather wonderful thinff, when 
you stop to think about it what one 
lone dollar will do. if It Is kept at 
work. 
This has been illustrated in a 
striking manner on several occasions 
by means of a very simple experiment. 
If you M-ant to see just how important 
a role a silver dollar or a dollar bill 
plays in the life of a community hero 
is the way to do it. Just attach a tag 
to the dollar and turn it looso. with 
the request that every person who 
receives the dollar make a note on the 
tag us to how he received it. The re- 
sult AvUl be an eye-opener. 


Here is the way it works: Smith, 
tho lumber dealer, who first possesses 
the dollar, buys some groceries from 
Brown and pays for them with the dol- 
lar, About that time Jones, the plum- 
ber, who had done some work for 
Brown, sends his cullector around and 
Brown pays the bill with this dollar. 
Jones owes Green, tho printer, a small 
advertising bill, so he sends this dollar 
with possibly some others, to Green 
to pay his bill. 
Green had Just put 
tho dollar in his cash drawer when 
in comos Black, the milkman, to whom 
Groen owes a dollar for milk delivered 
at his house. 
Green takes the dollar 
out of 
his cash drawer 
and 
pnys 
Black. For some time Black lias owed 
White, the carpenter, for some work 
done on his dairy house, so now he 
takes tho dollar that Green has paid 
him and pays up what he owes White. 
White still owes for some lumber that 
he bought from Smith, the lumber 
dealer, so he takes the dollar and 
squares up his account with Smith. 
Smith now has his dollar back. Brown 
has been able to pay his plumbing 
bill, Jones has squared up with the 
prlntei% and so on, all around the 
circle. 


What Might Have Happened. 


Now suppose that Smith, Instead of 
buying his groceries from Brown, had 
purchased them from a mall order 
house iu a far distant city and sent his 
dollar to pay for them. Brown would 
not have had that dollar to pay Jones. 


the plumher; Jonos could not have 
paid his printing bill; the printer would 
have had to stand off the milk man; 
White, the carpenter, would not have 
got the money for the work he had 
done for the milkman and Smith woiild 
not have got the money which White 
owed him for lumber. 


This Is all so simple that it requires 
no student of economics or professor 
of mathematics to figure it out. Any- 
one can see that when Smith sends 
that dollar to Chicago or some other 
city where the mall order houses flour- 
ish. that dollar is gone so far as Smith 
and Jones and Green and the rest of 
the people In Smith's town are con- 
cerned. 
That dollar will never come 
back to pay any bills In Smith's town. 
And the thing that stands out most 
striking, but Is most often overlooked, 
Is that Smith, the man who first spends 
I he dollar. Is hurt just as much when 
he sends that dollar out of town as is 
the home grocer from whom he might 
have bought his groceries. 


Now just multiply this one dollar by 
a hundred or a thousand or ten thou- 
sand. 
One dollar may not peem to 
make much difference In the average 
town, but a thousand dollars or even 
a hundred dollars does make a differ- 
ence. 
Just as one dollar will pay a 
doaen or a hundred small bills, a hun- 
dred or a thousand dollars will pay a 
dozen or a hundred big bills. 
When 
Brown, the grocery man, owes a thou- 
sand dollars and can't pay it, ha is 
headed for the 
bankruptcy 
courts. 
AVhen Jones, tho plumber, can't colleot 
the money which Is due him from 
Brown or maybe a dozen Browns, he is 
headed In the same direction as Brown. 
And so it goes all around the circle 
until it lilts Smith or a dozen Smiths 
who have sent their money out of town 
to add to the fortunes of the mall order 
men. 


Buyer One Who !• Hurt. 


Thus, It will be seen that this buy- 
at-home proposition is really a selfish 
one with the man who buys the goods. 
He is not hurting the home merchant 
when he sends his money out of town, 
any more than hq is hurting himself. 


Every sensible man knows that his 
livelihood depends upon w^hether busi- 
ness In his town I^ good or not. 
K 
business Is not good, ho cannot make a 
good living for himself and bis family, 
no matter how hard he may work, and 
business cannot be good if the busi- 
ness men In the town are not making 
money. This Is a plain basinesa propo- 
filtlon for every man and woman in tho 
community. By spending their money 
at home they are helping the home 
merchant only incidentally. They are 
buttering their own bread. When they 
»end their money to the mail order 
Sxouse, they are not only hurting the 
home merchant 
Incidentally 
but—a 
ching more Important to them—rhey 
likely to be taking the bread out 
9i the moutlw of their own children.
